onal charms was a well-known and 
«ry popular figure in hociety. She 
ved with her father and brother in 
e handsome residence Gen. Garland 
ftd recently purchased mi Rhode 
aland avenue. 
On the 10th of last August slie mys- 
eriously disappeared from home, and 
fter the lapse of three days, during 
hich time no news had been received 
f her, the police were requested to 
oln in the search. This description 
as then sent out from police head- 
uarters:

Marshal Field Gives One Million 


Dollars to 


THE COLUMBIAN MEMORIAL MUSEUM, 


On Condition that 8500,000 Cash be 


Subscribed and $2,000,000 of the 


Exposition Stock be Transferred 


to the Projected Museum. 


WORLD'S FAIR 
GBOUNDS, CHICAGO, 


Oct. 28.—Director James W Ellsworth 
of the exposition came to the adminis- 
tration offices yesterday with the wel- 
come information that Marshal Field, 
the dry (foods prince of Chicago, had 
given 11,000,000 to the Columbian me- 
morial museum under certain condi- 
tions. These conditions were that 
, (500,000 in cash should be subscribed 
to the endowment fund of the mu&euinf 
and that (9,000,000 of the exposition 
stock should be transferred to the trus- 
tees of the projected museum. One 
hundred thousand dollars of the addi- 
tional cash fund has already been sub- 
scribed by George M. Pullman, the 
palace car magnate, and the directors 
who have interested themselves in the 
museum ara confident that the remain- 
ing- »40fl,000 will be raised in a few 
days. 


It is not known definitely what 


amount will be raised from the sub- 
scription stock of the exposition, but 
the directors think that 30 per cent, of 
the capital stock at least will be re- 
turned to the subscribers 
The sum 


realized from the subscription stock 
donated to the nmsanm is not to be in- 
cluded in the 9900,000 cash subscription. 
Director Ellsworth is confident that a 
majority of the 16,000,000 subscription 
stock will be given to the museum 
fund. > 


Directors John C. Black and Edward 


E. Ayer are the members of the finance 
committee who, with Mr. Ellsworth 
have secured nearly (3,000,000 to the 
museum fund in less than three weeks. 
An informal understanding has been 
reached between the directors and the 
South Park commissioners for the re- 
tention of the Fine Arts palace as the 
museum building to remain perma- 
nently as an ornament to Jackson park. 


The chiefs of the exposition depart- 


ments have been at work in a system- 
atic way for the past two months ob- 
tain'ng the promise of valuable ex- 
hibits to their museum. Their success 
has given an impetus to the memorial 
enterprise and assured its success. 
Ohlef Buchanan has obtained all the 
exhibits in the Forestry building and 
Chieffi Skiff has done equally as well 
in the Mining department.

Port la in sight after a long ami stormy ^oy 
age, and the prospect of a speedy end of the 
struggle lor repeal bus brought bright hopes to 
business Stocks climbed rapicllv lor three 
daya, banks relaxed restraints commercial 
loans are more freely sought and made, and re- 
ports from all quarters show tlie prevalenco 
of a more hopeful feeling This In Itaelf tends 
to produce some revival of consumption and 
of Industry, whton, nevertheless, has made but 
moderate progress as yet. It is still too soon 
to expect much effect In trade and manufac- 
tures, and though monetary obstacles are to 
a large extent removed, there still remain 
other legislative questions which create uncer 
talnty. Opinion also differs as to the extent of 
Improvement now to be expected after BO 
much doubt and delay aud loss But the clear- 
ings outside New York this week are not quite 
20 par cent less thmn last year 


The anticipation of repeal and the happy un 


Ion of the Vanderbllt, Jersey Ctty and Lacka- 
wanna, ffavo the stock maraet three happy 
days in which stocks rose an average of 12.50 
per share, and trust stocks S3 W per share, and 
the salea for the week have been E.SW.OOO 
shares. But on Thursday there came a pause. 
Traders were taking profits, of course, but a 
more Important fact was that London emptied 
about (3 500 000 worth of stocks on tho market 
rapidly.
